Colwell argued, however, 
that the improvement in sécur- 
ity, would make the towers 
acceptable to the elderly 
residents. 

“All you have to do is go to 
New York or any other big city, 
and you observe the_ritzy 
apartments. They. have all kind 
of security there,” Colwell said. 
“Security and supervision" are 
the keys to the success of the 
towers, Colwell believes. 

Michael Cianflona, HUD's 
director of housing manage- 
ment for the Columbus office, 
said that HUD does not have 
particular standards for the 
expenditure of funds for secur- 
ity. That is a decision which the 
individual housing authorities 
must make, Cianflona said. 

Cianflona added that, while 
funds for new construction are 
budgeted separately from the 
ongoing subsidies from which 
security must be paid, the 
question of whether it is more 
feasible to tear down a struc- 
ture than provide increased 
security for it “depends on the 
project.” 

“However, | don't think at 
this time that (tearing the tow- 
ers down) is a viable option,”

_ The Ohio State Bar Associa- 
tion is among several groups 
leading the charge for the “merit 
selection” of judges. The bar has 
endorsed this plan, which would 

-eliminate the direct election of 
State appellate and Supreme 
Court justices and introduce a 
system of nominating by a bipar- 
tisan panel comprised of layper- 
sons and lawyers. We believe this 
idea should be carefully studied 

by the voters, before it is 
gapproved for use in Ohio. 


Proponents of merit selection 

gargue that the current system is 
infused with politics, and forces 

Djudges to say and do things to 
curry favor with big contributors 
and special interest groups: 
They point to merit selection as 

-an approach which would take 
politics out of the process of 
selecting judges, and place that 
decision in the hands of those 
who can more effectively rule on 
the proposed judicial candi- 
dates’ competency.

They also argue that the 
number of minorities and 
females in the judiciary has 
increased in states which have 
enacted merit selection plans. 


These are seductive argu- 
ments, and we are particularly 
sensitive to the argument that 
minorities will benefit by the 
proposed system of merit selec- 
tién. However, we. aré “algo con- 
cerned that some of the claims of 
'* the proponents are exaggerated. 


For one, merit selection will 
not take politics out of the sys- 
tem of selecting judges. Where it 
has been tried--including the 
first state which developed the 
approach, Missouri--there have 
been judges chosen which were 
Clearly tied to the governor who 
appointed the selection commit- 
tee. 


The young Black male is an 
endangered species in America. 
We are proud to see that Colum- 
bus school administrator Will 
Anderson, the Concerned Coali- 
tion of Black Citizens, and the 
Columbus Public Schools are 
attempting to do something 
about it. 


The statistics are grim and 
frightening: murder is the lead- 
ing cause of death for Black 
males between the ages of 15 
and 24; Blacks, who make up 11 
percent of the nation's popula- 
tion, occupy almost 50 percent of 
the nation’s jail cells; the rate of 
suicide among young Blacks is 
rising even faster than that of 
whites; Black males are 63 per- 
cent of the students who 
drop out of the Columbus Public 
Schools this year. 


But the statistics are the indi- 
cation that we have a problem. 
They are daunting, but not unas- 
sailable. They offer us a chal-

In‘ addition, there is offen a 
more insidious politics being 
played: the politics of “club” 
membership, in which these 
handpicked attorneys and other 
high-status laypersons chose a 
candidate which seems to fit 
their own preconceived notions. 


Proponents argue, however, 
that minorities and women 
benefit by this plan. The prelimi- 
nary evidence, produced by the 
proponents, shows that women 
are more likely to be appointed in 
States which have merit selection 
plans, but appointment of minor- 
ities is only marginally greater, 
and'may not even be statistically 
significant. 


In addition, the retention pro- 
cess for judges is not free of 
undue political influence. Under 
the proposed plan, a judge must 
be retained by receiving a 55 
percent vote of confidence-- 
actually greater than the 50 per- 
cent plus one margin in anormal, 
contested election.*And, the 
judge in such an election would 
not be free from potential politi- 
cal pressures. 


In California, three justices of 
that state’s Supreme Court were 
defeated in their bid for reap- 
pointment, in ahighly-politicized 
campaign financed largely by 
“special interests,” including the 
rortebay Rifle Association. Thus,

This is not to say that we are 
opposed to merit selection; the 
idea may have some merit. How- 
ever, we believe that the issue 
should be carefully studied by all 
voters before the election in 
November, so that the citizens of 
the state replace the present sys- 
tem only with a system which is 
truly better.

These events demonstrate an 
increasing recognition that we 
face a problem in our commun- 
ity, but also that we may have a 
solution.

We ARE our 
brothers’ keepers. 


We applaud the CCBC for rec- 
ognizing that, and we are proud 
of the Columbus Public Schools 
for assisting in the development 
of such a positive self-help 
program. 

And, we as

They are also located 
across the street from a junior 
high school, The female stu- 
dents especially are easy prey 
for these people. In fact, it was 
at the corner of this street that 
little Gloria Pointer was found 
brutally murdered.

Anderson's.concern over 
that state of affairs spawned a 
“group, the Coalition of Con- 
cerned Black Citizens (CBCC). 
Now, CCBC and the Columbus 
Public Schools are uniting to 
sponsor a conference for 
almost 300 “at risk” Black male 
students on Saturday, Feb. 28 
at Franklin Middie School, 
1390 Bryden Rd. 


The conference, entitled 
“Enhancing Black Male Devel- 
opment,” will address issues 
such as self-esteem, male sex- 
uality, career awareness, drug 
abuse, coping;skills, and 
sports. 


Among the speakers at the 
four-hour conference will be:

Columbus Public School

One of the purposes of the 
CCBC, Anderson said, was to 
show young Black men posi- 
tive male role models. “We've 
got young men who are raised 
by women, and they don't have 
any contact with (adult) males 
until the fourth grade (in 
school),” Anderson said. 


in a prepared statement, 
Anderson said, “this exposure 
to positive role models at an 


early age is critical to keeping 
these youngsters on the right 


track through middle school 
and high school.” 


Another project of the coali- 
tion and the schools is 
designed to involve Black 
churches. Currently, members 
of Mt. Olivet Church and 
Shiloh Baptist Church are 
working, one-on-one, with 
selected young Black students 
at 10 Columbus elementary 
schools. The older men are 
paired with young boys who 
need the support and encour- 
agement of a role model. 


The Coalition of Concerned 
Black Citizens is a group of 
from 30 to 40 men and women 
who are “interested in doing 
something about this problem 
of Black males," Anderson 
said.

Columbus native among first blacks 
to make Rose Bowl trip to Pasadena

Ohio State defeated Califor- 
ia 17-14 in the Rose Bowl on 
january 1, 1950. Black players 
raveling with the team were 
tay Hamilton, a sophomore 
rom Canton McKinley, James 
Shag" Thomas, a senior from 
3ellaire and James Clark, a 
senior from Columbus North. 

Clark was the second black 
slayer from North to play for 
the Buckeyes. Julius B. Tyler 
Sreceded him in 1896. 

As a sophomore in 1947, 
Clark was second in yards 
rushing with 233 in 52 carries. 
He also caught six passes for 
104 yards and returned 11 
punts for 113. The Buckeyes 
under their new coach Wesley 
Fesler only won two games, 
lost six and tied one. 

Clark played an important 
roll in the Buckeyes 7-6 victory 
over Northwestern. Ohio State 
had the ball on the Wildcats 
seven yard line when the game 
ended and the Buckeyes trail- 
ing 6-0. However, the Wildcats
